DRUG STANDARD. 

The House went into committee on 
the bill to amend the Adolteration 
Act, a Government measure. 

Sir Henry Joly said the bill bad been 
drafted by medical members of the 
House. He asked Df. Roddick to ex¬ 
plain the provisions. 

Dr. Roddick, Con., St. Antoine, Mont¬ 
real, said the object of the bill was to 
establish a uniform standa^ for the 
preparation of drugs. Great confusion 
existed among the medical profeaaion 
and druggists owing to the use of 
different pharmacopoeia in different 
portions of the country. For instance, 
in the British ^armaoc^oeia the 
strength of tincture of aconite was 5 
per cent, in the United States phar¬ 
macopoeia 35 per cent., or seven times 
greater. To guard against danger the 
medical profession asked that some 
standard be established. The time was 
opportune for this law, because a new 
edition of the British Pharmacopoeia 
was just out, and under the bill it 
Could be made the standard for Can¬ 
ada. 

The bill was given a third reading. 

The Act respecting the Canadian 
Power Co., and to change its name to 
the Dominion Power Co., of Niagara 
Falls, received its third reading. 

PROFITS OF THE SHARKS. 

At a meeting of the Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Banking ^nd Commerce on 
Tuesday, the Canada Life Assurance 
bill was‘passed without any amend¬ 
ments. 

Ar. act incorporating the imperial 
Loan and Investment Co., was also 
adopted, as was also an act respect¬ 
ing the Hume Life Association of 
Canada. 

An Interesting discussion took place 
on Senator Dandurand’s blli respect¬ 
ing usury. Mr. Dandurund gave some 
Lustances w'here as high as 5 per 
cent per day was charged and there 
were numerous instances of 60 p.c., 
pOr annum. In s6me cases men had 
their wagtA garnisheed for two years 
for small loans of 910, and 910 
still owing at the end of two years. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell gave similar 
instances of how the usurer ox)erat- 
ed. There was a strong feeling at 
the. committee in favor of the bill, 
the only difference of opinion being 
that the bill did not go far enough. 
It was referred to a sub-committee 
to make it more stringent. 

THE LASH FOR BURGLARS. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Mills in 
the Senate to dmend the Criminal Code 
provides a large number of charges, 
principally on matters which have been 
brought to the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment from time to lime by woman’s 
associations and labour organizations. 
Some of the changes which were pro¬ 
mised in 18 ‘j 7 by Sir Oliver Mow'at 
Vjien Minister of Justice were reject¬ 
ed by the Senate. 

It is intended, for instance, to amend 
the law in the case of the seduction of 
a girl under 16 years of age by strik¬ 
ing out 'of previous chaste charac¬ 
ter.” It will not be necessary to prove 
this to obtain conviction. 

It is also proposed! to add the words 
“shop girls and domestic servants” to 
those of factories and workshops, mak¬ 
ing it an indictable offence for any 
foreman or employer seducing any one 
of these in his employ. This was re¬ 
jected by the Senate in .T8U7.

A despatch from London lays:—In 
a speech deUvsrsd here on Tuesday 
night ; fix. Arthur J. Balfour,. First 
Lord of the Treasury, <oonfirm- 
ad the reports of the fsU- 
ure ot the negotiations of Bloem¬ 
fontein between Sir Alfred Milner, 
Governor of Gape Colony, and Presi¬ 
dent Kruger, of the Transvaal. He 
declared that It was a matter of deep 
regret and disappointment to the 
Government. Nevertheless, he hoped 
and believed that the controversies 
would be satisfactorily solved, because 
all the Government asked or desired 
was the elementary rights oi oivi- 
iization for their fellow-countrymen in 
the Transvaal—rights which justice de¬ 
manded and policy required, and which 
would be, be thought, to the first in¬ 
terest of the Bspublic to grant. 

It was Great Britain's duty to see 
that those rights were not trampled 
repeatedly in the dust. No statesman 
or individual in Great Britain desired 
that any Lnioad be made on the indep- 
penaence of the Bcpublic. He believed 
that a settlement could be reached 
which would rightly preserve the in¬ 
dependence of the Transvaal consist- 
emly with justice to the British resi¬ 
dents, who were giving so much of 
their wealth to the itepublic. 

The opinion of the country must soon 
be declared on the subject, and he be¬ 
lieved that that opinion would be un- 
auimousiy the Same as he had slated. 

in concluding his relereuces to the 
conference, Mr. Balfour said; “My 
sanguine forecast of a successful is- 
use out of the troubles is based on the 
fact that principles so obvious as the 
elementary rights of civilization which 
we demand for our fellow-countrymeu 
must commend themselves to the citi¬ 
zens of the Transvaal, and I venture to 
think that the good sense, justice, 
policy and wisdom of the leaders of 
public opinion in the Transvaal will 
make for some settlement which will 
rightly preserve the independence of 
the Transvaal.” 

A despatch on Wednesday afternoon 
from Sir Alfred Milner states that 
President Kruger obstinately refused 
all concessions tending towards a set¬ 
tlement of the Transvaal difficulties. 
Upon receiving this despatch Secretary 
Chamberlain, Lord Selbornc, and oth¬ 
ers held a consultation concerning the 
failure of the negotiations, which cre¬ 
ates a serious situation.

A distressing accident happened on 
Waterloo street on Thursday after-* 
noon, whereby little Reggie Donnelly, 
of Inverness street, lost the five toes 
of his right foot. 

I Mr. H. F. Burgess, a traveller, was 
asked by the little fellow, who was 
barefooted, for a ride, and, Mr. Burgess 
allowed him to stand with his left foot 
on the stop of the bicycle.

I BRIDGE AND CARS BURNED.

It is usual for 
ih.m to loim iu groups and elect one 
oii e. cii group a.s its “siarosta, ’ or fore¬ 
man, and he makes barguin:^ for the 
labor oi the group. Ol cour&e, as ilus- 
sLi is sail a lather mediaeval coun- 
irj. the t-ciory laws arc strict-quite 
as strict iu the restraint oi' the mas¬ 
ters as the men. 

For instanCv’, tines must be paid in¬ 
to a fund for the Ueneiit of the vvoik- 
men, and arc Lmited in quantity; it 
is lorbidden to reduce wages during 
the period for which workmen are en- 
g.ged, and any in.raciion of the fac- 
lojy laws which cau..ie3 a disturbance 
by the wioikmeu tenders the emitl./yer 
Itab.e to tine, or even imprisonment. 

Nearly ail manufactuhrers provide 
bv^rracks for their workpeople. In three 
barracks there are three sets of dormi¬ 
tories—one for the married men, a sec¬ 
ond for the unmirried, ani a third for 
unmarried women and children, a gen¬ 
eral dining-room and a kitchen. 

The stoves serve to heat the building 
in w inter and to cook the workpeople’s 
meals. These are provided for each 
group by the siarosta, each member 
contributing. Very often the starosti 
of sevetul groups unite to purchase 
proylsions at wholesale. The food, con¬ 
sisting mainly of cabbage soup, rye 
bread and a small quauiliy of meat, 
fuiely exceeds ^2.60 a uftonth—or at 
most 13. 

When the peasant workman is for¬

headed by Dr. A. Tucker Wise. 

Numerous ouses 6f consumption 
have been shown to originate from the 
deadly tuberculosis germs, which breed 
with startling fecundity in the wing 
and tail feathers of these supposedly 
harmless pets. Handiiclls have already 
been issued by the Health Department 
warning the owners of canaries and 
other songsters against this avian in¬ 
fection. 

Particular stress Is laid bn the dan¬ 
ger of feeding birds from the mouth 
and allowing them to place their bills 
on tho lips, invest^ailon baa shown 
that the mucous membrane in the 
throat of the ctmarftr is more adapted 
to the rai^il growth of phthlais germa

It lets whole genera¬ 
tions go by before it puts forth one 
blossom; 80 I have really more heart¬ 
felt admiration when I see the dewy 
tears in the blue eyes of the violets, 
for they come every spring. My 
Christian friends, time is going by so 
rapidly, we cannot afford to be idle. A 
recent statistician says that human 
life now has an average of only thirty- 
two years. From these thirty-two 
years you must subtract all the time 
you take for sleep and *the taking of 
food and recreation; that will leave 
you about sixteen years. From those 
sixteen years you must subtract all 
the time that you are necessarily en¬ 
gaged in the earning of a livelihood; 
that will leave you about eight yeaTs.

All the great 
enterprises in and out of the 0burch 
have at times been scoffed at, and 
there have been'c great multitude who 
have thought (hat the chariot of God's 
truth would fall to pieces if it once 
got out of the old rut. And so there 
are those who have no patience with* 
anything like improvement in Church 
architeclurQ, or with anything like 
good, hearty, earnest, Church singing, 
and they deride any form of religious 
discussion which goes down walking 
among everyday men, rather than that 
which makes an excursion on rhetor¬ 
ical stilts. O, that the Church of God 
would wake up to an adaptability of 
work. W'e must admit the simple 
fact that the Churches of Jesus Christ 
in this day do not reach the great 
masses. There are fifty thousand 
people in Edinburgh who never hear 
the Gospel. There are two hundred 
tbousind people in Glasgow who nev¬ 
er hear the Gospel. There are one 
million people in London who nev'er 
hear the Gospel. And the Church of 
God in this day, instead of -being a 
place full of living epistles read and 
known of all men, is more like a "dead 
letter" post-office. 

"But,” say pe<jple, "the world’s go¬ 
ing to be converted; you must be pat¬ 
ient ; the kingdoms of the world are^ 
to become the kingdoms of Christ.’’* 
Never, unless the Church of Jesus 
Christ puts on mare speed an ! '^nergy. 
Instead of the Church converting the 
world, the world is converting the 
Church. Here is a great fortress. How 
shall it be shaken’ An army come.^i 
and 4*Lts around about it, cuts off 
the supij^ies, and says: "Now, we 

will just wait until fn m exhaustion 
and starvation they will have to give 
up.’’

lung breathings, far beyond IWe ut¬ 
most reach of surgical explorers.

The French explorer, M. Edouarfl 
th:^ author of the volume ‘‘From 
th‘ C]ape to Lake Nyassa," i.s now *)ul>- 
lishing an account of Ins exploits as a 
lion and elephant huut-r. which the j 
Frtii h papers arc printing conspicu¬ 
ously. The following is hi.s story of a 
lion chase in Tchiromo: 

‘‘Two natives cama to me, s ‘QL by 
th’i chief of a neighboring viil:ig.*. 
They told mo that a lion had carried 
away an old woman and lli;i-. he was 
still prowling around the neighbor¬ 
hood. We set out Lmm'diatt lv/' and 
after a march of four hours we arriv¬ 
ed at the village. Night was coming 
ou and it was impossible to do any¬ 
thing in the darkness. The best 
plan was to wait for daylight. A lit¬ 
tle distance from this habitation there 
was another village, where the na¬ 
tives were dancing to the music of 
tarn- ams. At half-past 4 in the morn¬ 
ing I heard shric’&s and cries in the 
little village, and just us I got out 
with my gun in hand, ftdlowed by my 
men, a weeping woman threw herself 
at my feet wringing her hands and 
explaining that a lion had carried 
away her son. 

"By torchlights we found our way 
to the other village, and, on inquir¬ 
ing, we learned that the lion had 
carried away the boy just ^as he open¬ 
ed the door of the hut to fetch some 
firewood that was at the threshold. 
The cries uttered hy the peyle in 
the village frightened the lion away 
and, moreover, it was impossible to 
find any trace of hiai with its torch¬ 
lights.

Apropos of the agitation for muai- 
cipal ownership a few facts coocem- 
ing the much'talked of Glaegow will 
doubtlew be of iutereat. 

Eighty years ago Glasgow waa a fil¬ 
thy little fisbiug village, situated on 
a muddy ditch. To-day she stands sec¬ 
ond in point of population and com¬ 
merce in the British Empire, and in 
matters of sanitation municipal 

governmeut a century in advance of 
her nearest rival. 

Till 1845 the corpiJlration levied no 
taxes. The whole of its revenue was 
derived from duties made oo all arti¬ 
cles of food brought into the# city. 
Every year this revenue was in excess 
of the expenditure, arid the surplus 
was put aside, and in 1845 they in¬ 
vested this accumf^lated money in the 
purchase of ground.right in the heart 
of the city now known as the “Com¬ 
mon Good.” That purchase was the 
foundation of Glasgow as she stands 
to-day. At first the income from the 
“ Common Good'’ wa8 only a little over 
87.>,000. It now brings in over 8170,000 
yearly. 

OWNED BY THE PEOPLE. 

Glasgow is owned by her population. 
They own the ground, the street rail¬ 
ways, the gas plants, the waterworks, 
tlie parks and gardens and concert 
halls. And .Although every one of these 
institutions is worked more cheaply 
th;in in any other tow’n, each one is 
made to bring in a greater yearly pro¬ 
fit to tile cummuoiiy. the total pro¬ 
fit per annum on municipal undertak¬ 
ings being $374,500. | 

The corpoi tion of Glasgow has spent 
over $15tJ,OiJO,OOlJ ou makiug their mud 
ditch into a river up which the great¬ 
est ships afloat can sail, and in rais¬ 
ing their town to its present position. 
And yet its public debt is, taking into 
consideration its .size, by far the small- 
e.st of any city in the world. The key 
to its prosperity is that every common 
improvemeu'’, everything has been done 
by the corporation • 

Take, for instance, the poorer dw^ell- 
ings. In 1844 a Royal Commission was 
stilt in reply to a cry that the poorer 
tbitricts were unliealihily overcrowd¬ 
ed. The report uf the commission w'as 
that the death rate'*’w'as over 44 in 
every 1,(J0J of the population, and that 
typhus fever was as w'eil known as 
tile face of the jldeat inhabitant. The 
corporation took up the matter, and 
LO-day Glasgow’s model dwellings are 
the very best of the kind. 

CLEAN BEDS FOR SEVEN CENTS. 

To build these, of which there are 
now ^ive, cap^able of housing 2,000 pier- 
sons (every night, the foul rookeries, 
which are still the enrse, from every 
point of view, of nearly all other large 
Lowii^j were swept away. Any one, man 
or yi^omau, cun get a thoroughly clean 
bed for the sum of seven cents. And 
although over $450,000 of the public 
money wu<< spent on erecting lliese, 
houses, a good yearly return is paid 
ou it—nearly C per cent. And the death 
rate has been reduced to 19.9. ;
